Hi* object may be sel- 
linh, wholly selfish—And theie la danger, that, 
by his eloquence or management, he may make ma- 
ny converts to his opinion: While the pow- 
er exercised is not given by the Constitution; and 
may proves precedent for future arbitrary and im- 
proper measures. 

The power of the general government is alrea- 
dy great.—It has great me ms of patronage—It is imposing in its name uaJ front. Like Aa- 
ron s rod, it aims to swallow up til the rest_ 
The de-igu of the federal government is thus per- verted—Its framers are disappointed. Its letter 
is transcended—The parties to the contract, and 
without whose consent it could not have existed, 
are disregarded —their power depreciated, and 
their will opposed. Other objects, than those 
enumerated, are pursued, wi'hout guide or rule. 
Poweis given are e.x’euded—others are claimed 
as expedient for the public good, or assumed on the plan of expediency. Unlimited and undefined 
authority is to be exetciscd, it in the opinion of 
existing rulers, the national improvement admits it. 

Now we ask, if this be not inconsistent with, or at feast, transcending the purposes of the feds- 
ra. government at his lorinawon? The great ob- 
ject was to regulate foreign commerce, and our fo- 
raign relations; and to legislate oil national affairs, which was beyond the power of an individual 
otate. Each Stale can judgo of its resour- 
ces and its wants; and is most competent lo regulate a!l its internal concerns. It was 
even then feared, that the general government wou.d encroach up the separate St.tes. But it

The danger of 
acknowledging such an anomaly under the British

perial Parliament of ihe 4th Geo. IV. cap. li[) wilier, made many of the acts raising these revenues 
permanent. 

Undei these circumstances, the Assembly a»ain 
finding these claims such as Biitish subjects and 
freemen cannot submit to, have refused to vote the
